Mr. Ballinger, then sec- 
retary of the interior, and a group of his loyal and 
trusted subordinates, were believed to be unduly ener- 
getic and devoted in their efforts to patent these Cun- 
ningham claims and so turn over to the Morgan- 
Guggenheim interests an area of Alaska coal lands 
having a value, it has been estimated, of $50,000,000. 
The air in the administration became surcharged with 
lightning. The thunders boomed. The storm burst 
with sudden fury. 
Amid the crash and roar of the 


elements some important disappearances from the ad- 
ministration took place. 
Mr. Gifford Pinchot, the 


most intelligent as well as the most militant of the 
'American conservationists, was chief of the missing 
ones. 
Thereupon the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy 


was under way. 
Mr. Taft stood manfully and more 


than manfully by his secretary of the interior. 
He 


stood by him with such enthusiastic loyalty and such 
strenuous faith that a whole country which already had 
Come to distrust Ballinger begun to have misgivings 
about the president. Finally with a Scotch verdict 
and a left-handed vindication the congressional com- 
mittee made its findings and after the expiration of a. 
decent season Ballinger got out. Under his successor, 
Mr. Fisher, the whole Cunningham scandal has been 
denounced, the claims declared fraudulent and illegal 
and restored to the public domain. A more utter 
repudiation of Ballinger and his tpols and Ballinger 
and his policy could not be imagined. It comes so 
fast, upon his getting out of the administration that his 
retirement cannot be looked upon in any other light 
tha.n.; as definitely making way for what has just fol- 


. lowed. 
It took the president some time to discover 


that the last tariff law was not what Aklrich had 
told it was and it took him some time to find out 
that Ballingers Alaskan policy was not what Ballinger 
professed it to be. But in both instances he finally 
got -wise, and the president is pretty apt to go ahead 
when he is sure he is right.

his boasting solicits? Is he, after all, a common "brag 
liar" of that sort of which the world is full; more 
resourceful and plausible, perhaps, than most, but 
only in finish and degree differing from his kind? It 
'may be. It is related of him that he boasted to his 
friends of what he had done inWashington to make 
the senators do what he wanted done in respect of 
the lumber schedules, that he had "passed the tariff 
bill," just as it is told of him that he bragged of hav- 
ing "made a senator," that he had "put Lorimer 
over.'' 
Perhaps Mr. Hines has more conceit in his 


bosom, and more imagination in his head than he has 
wisdom in his mouth. 
Whether really wicked and 


dangerous or only much maligned, he is a consummate 
braggart, and if he is the corruptionist he is charged 
to be, he at least lacks that fine control of his tongue 
that marks the successful scoundrel.

a product of the time, which it is not reasonable to 
assume have been prohibited by a statute called the 
anti-trust law. 
The first socialist member of congress (certainly radi- 


cal), in expressing the 
vie%v of. socialism 
concerning 


present day economics, declares practically the same 


The conclusions drawn in i.he two declarations were 


different. The court's implication (since it could not ad- 
vocate policies) was that combinations of capital en- 
gaged in business hitherto regarded as- "private" must 
be regulated'by the government. Congressman Berger s 
expressed interpretation of events was that the business 
of such combinations of wealth must be "taken over 
by the government and democratically 'administered. 


Whatever the variance of the conclusions drawn, there 


is significance in this meeting of views from opposite 
viewpoints. 
Those who seek a middle course of neither 


regulation of so-called private business nor popular own- 
ership of it have nothing constructive to offer, and their 
counsels are logically illogical''and conflicting. 
To de- 


stroy trusts would be impossible; to make them illegal, 
beyond the power of the court to read reason into the 
statute, would make 'business anarchic. 
The day of lit- 


tle, competitive methods for commerce and industry on 
a big scale is passed. No cycle'of laws or theories or 
government can stand against steam and electricity. 


Not long ago Prof. John R. -Commons, of the Uni- 


versity' of Wisconsin, a keen thinker, said that the so- 
cialists have the 'only extant program for applying the 
efficient agencies of government and the efficient instru- 
ments of business to the economic problems of the time. 
That is, they know why they want the initiative, etc., 
and they know what, they desire to do with the trusts 
and with the agencies which have made the trusts— 
steam and electricity. And so Professor Commons said 
that if the proponents of what is called the individualist 
political system do not offer also a. definite program, 
socialism will become the organization of society. ' 


It is certainly a strong and even terrible arraignment 


which Congressman Berger brought in congress against

The interests controlling the big patterns of indus- 


trialism, and giving the cue to constitutional statesmen. 
are in need of wise, rather than smart, counsel. 
They 


may not. wisely, interpret the supreme court's decisions 
as exempting them from the operation of law. They 


v not, wisely, overlook the fact that the right to life 


includes necessarily the right, to work. 
Hence they may 


not. wisely, press their doctrine that property is more 
guaranteed 
by the constitution than life, liberty and

Washington, June 27.—The Can- 


adian reciprocity bill emerged' from US 
first ordeal in the senate last night 
unscathed.

was defeated after i seven hours o£ de- 
bate'by an overwhelming vote. 


The friends of the amendment were 


so satisfied of its defeat that a Iron 
call on the vote was not demanded. 


This leaves'the reciprocity measure 


open to the general I fight that is to fol- 
low for amendment of Important pro- 
visions of the Payne tariff law.1 


Senator LaFollette 
announced that 


he i would give to the senate a chance 
to pass on general tariff amendments 
for free paper, free lumber and lum- 
ber products and tor reductions In 
many other schedules.

Senator Clapp announced his inten- 


tion of offering a free paper amend- 
ment later, and other senators gave 
evidence 
of their purpose 
to force ( 


from now on a wide consideration oC 
tariff revision. 


Senator 
Roofs 
proposal was to 


change the house bill by requiring th:;t 
all Canadian provinces should remove | 
their export restrictions on pulp wooJ , 
and Its products before the reciprocal 
features of the wood pulp and print 
paper section of the agreement went | 
into effect." 


LaFolletto Opposes Root Idea 


"I am opposed to this so-called reci- 


procity legislation as a. whole because 
I believe it is wronK, harmful and un- 
justifiable," said Senator LaFollette. 
"If it must pass I want to see It made 
as nearly perfect as possible". T shall 
vote against the Root amendment, be- 
cause I believe it will defeat the pur- 
pose of the wood pulp and print pa- 
per paragraph of the agreement." 


Senator 
LnFollette declared' there 


was no justification for any duty on 
print paper. He analyzed the figures 
of the tariff hoard to show that the 
best mills'in the United States actu- 
ally produce paper cheaper-.than the 
best mills of Canada. 
To continue a 


high tariff on paper, he said, was to 
put a premium on 
"Inefficiency and 


sloth," and to make 
the. protective 


tariff "deaden all constructive force" 
for the development of efficient man- 
agement.

He criticised the newspapers 
lor 


having urged the reciprocity measure 
as a means of getting relief from'the 
oppressive charges of the print paper 
manufacturers. 
He said 
they 
had 


joined with the 
"packers, 
the Tail- 


roads, the flour millers," and others 
who would secure advantages through 
the passage of' the reciprocity bill. . 


.puts Blame on Newsp*pers. 


"For my own part,'' he said, "I shall 


stand for a 
proposition which will 


.give'to the users of print paper a'free 
product. • But I contend: they are not 


' fairly entitled to that at the sacrifice 


of ariy other Industry or great class of

people. I am sorry they should have 
joined to sacrifice the agricultural in- 
terests in this bill.

Edmund Malone Has Lived Forty-eight 


Yoars With a Broken Neck. 


(New 
York World.) 


Having lived forty-eight years with a 


broken neck. Edmund Malone, sixty- 
seven years old, 275 Baltic street- 
Brooklyn. claims a record. 
Ho says 


he owes his life to the fact that there 
was no surgical aid near when he sus- 
tained his terrible Injury. 


For two years after the accident the 


upper part of his body was paralyzed, 
but after recovering from tlmt he en- 
Joyed fine health and has worked hard 
every rlay up to a few months ago. He 
Is willing now, but complains that he 
can't get a job. 


At the age of 15 Malone ran away 


to sea from his home In Ireland. 
In 


physique he was almost a man then, 
and four years later was aboard a sail- 
ing vessel as an able seaman. During 
a storm he was pitched from a high 
mast, landing on the deck on his head. 


There was no doctor on board, so 


the boy stayed in his bunk until the 
ship reached New York five weeks 
later. 
Every bone in his neck was 


crushed, but by the time he reached 
New York they had started to grow to- 
gether. He went to a seaman's retreat, 
but for some strange reason his case 
received little attention. 
His arms 


were paralyzed, but he regained the 
use of. them after two years. 
Then 


Malone started to look for a Job. 


The broken neck gives him no dis- 


comfort except that it Is stiff and he 
can't turn his head without moving his 
body. There Is a large lump on the 
back of his neck where the bones 


been thrown out of place. 


Several days ago Malone went to an 


eye and ear dispensary, 97 Schermer- 
horn street. 
A doctor accidentally 


twisted his head while treating a sore 
ear and Malone. exclaimed: "Ixiok out 
for that neck; it's broken.",
